One Took A. Stand 


Sonn Hawkins, the first black cheerleader at the Univer- 
sity of Mississippi, proudly refused to carry the confederate 
battle flag, the university's symbol, on the football field. His 
staunch position shocked much of the white community 
and brought to the surface existing racism and bigotry. 

Although Hawkins is acheerleader for the university and 
the rebel flag is its symbol, Hawkins says he is still a black 
man ‘and has not fofgotten his history, especially how 
blacks first became students at Mississippi University, stil! 
referred to as “Ole Miss”. 

October 1, 1962, James H. Meredith, escorted by Federal ~ 
Marshalls, became the first black student to:enroll at the 
University of Mississippi amidst student rioting that took 
3,000 troops to quell. And though it’s many years later, and 
seven percent of the university's student enrollment is 
black, there are still attitudgs of bigotry and hatred that are 

‘ demonstrated by such petty statements as “I don't like the 
idea of a black man touching a white woman and Iiftin’ her: 
over his head and catching her and all that kind of thing.” 

Hawkins took a stand against the subtle but symbolic 
apparatuses used to foster racism. He has proven that one 
voice can be heard loudly and clearly in denounciation of 
racial injustice. e ,

The last day a person may 
register to vote is October 4, in 
order to vote in the November 
2nd General ‘Election. Regis- 
tered voters who have voted in
